“CANADA AND THE STATES 


EVIDENCE BEFORE THE U. S. SENATE 
COMMITTEE. 


A Wide Range of Toples Discus: 
Fishery Dispute, Canndian Rallronas 
And the Enters! Law, Froo Trade, 
Commercial and Political Union. 


New York, Dec. 80,—The United States 
Senate Committes on Relations with Canada 
began it sion here to-day, The fisheries 
matter was the fitst thing taken up. F, J. 
Babson of Gloucest made a long 
statement of the flkhory He urged 
that fishing vessels should have the same 
privileges accorded them that are accorded 
all other vessels of the world's merchant 
marino under the permits that are grant- 
ed. Witness contended that «the only 
way to remedy the difliculty was to withdraw 
from all British vessels such commercial 
rights as were withheld from American 
vessels in British waters Hoe did not believe 
in treaties. hoy word worthless in cases of 
this kind. Retaliation alone would quickly 
set matters right. Ho believed in maintain- 
ing duties on Canadian fish. 

Erastus Wiman was tho next witness. He 
“spoke atlength about the general desire of 
Canadians for closer relations with this coun- 
try, Mr, Wiman believed there would be a 
very strohg British protest against political 
union of Canada swith the United States. This 
would result from the fact that in England 
at the presout time ther strong republi- 
can sentiment showing and it was/an 
open question whethor there would over be 
another British king. Tho commercial 
side of the question would beneflt Canada 
greatly, but the higher classes would declare 
‘against it, Canada would be bettered a 
hundred fold by annésation, ‘The question 

of poliliga) anshyation was’ uot growing as 
rapidly as it should. A forced annexation 
could not be thought of, 

Senator Hoar said it was a question Can- 
ada must decide for herself, 

Mr, Withan then said ono objection to the 
annexation of Canada was the immense in- 
crease in late years of the French Roman 
Catholic population. The witness favored a 
commercial union, 

Senator Pugh took the witness in hand and 
showed that by a commercial union this 
country would reap no benefit, Canada 
would have a market of 000,000 people 
opened to her and the United States a market 
of only 5,000,000, 

Mr. Wiman said the fact that Canadian 
railways were not under the Interstate Com- 
merce Law gave them an advantage, If a 
proper commercial arrangement were made 
between the two countries this would not be 
80, Tho roads there were ready to comply 
with the Interstate Law and to a great ex- 
tent are complying with it. 

Senator Pugh said they wore not: doing 
anything of the kind, 

Mr, Wiman said he so understood it, To 
the question by Senator Hoaras to what raw 
material Canada can furnish us, the witness 
replied, lumber, coal or the Pacific coast 
nickel, asbestos and iron ore. Continuing, he 
said the British idea of a great confederation 
of all the British colonies with a parliament 
in London meant discrimination agatast the 
United States. The Tory clement in Canada 
was giving this sentiment great thought, 

Francis B, Thurber was next examined, 
He considered the tariffa barrier against 
good commercial intercourse, 

Thomas L. Greene said he came to give the 
railroad side of the transportation question, 
In his opinion it was impossible to sever 
railroad communication with Canada, 
as = that would be as injurious 
to Americans ns to Canadiana A remedy 
might be had if the “long and short haul” 
clause of the Interstate Law were observed 
by the Canadian railways, 

F, W. Glen, who for nine yoars was a 
member of the Dominion ~ Parliament,

that the proposed taking of $30,000 of stock 
would have upon it, and upon each individ: 
ual ratepayer, 1 make these statements 
proliminary to the discussion [ would initi- 
ate in this jetter, not for the purpose of tak- 
ing credit to myself or making capital (1 am 
not a candidate for re election) but to show 
that every person interested had the oppor- 
tunity of being fully informed and of mak- 
ing suggestions, and also to remind the now 
critics and fault-findors touching Bridge mat- 
ters, that their opportunity was in the past. 
Tho By-law authorizing the taking of stock 
was firat considered by the Council and its 
committee up to the second reading ; it was 
discussed in all ita bearings ab the public 
meeting I rofor to ; it was published in the 
city papers for weeks ; it was—it may bo paid 
—unanimously carried by the ratepayers, 
and was finally passed and numbered in the 
Council.

towards their readers in failing to chronicle 
an important item of news that had not pre- 
viously been pablished.

MOWAT'S MUDDLE, 

The questions as to the meaning of his sep- 
arate school law amendments, submitced by 
Mr. Mowat to Chancellor Boyd and Mr, 
Justice Robertson for their judgment, have 
been decided in such a manner as to show 
that Mr. Mowat and his Minister of Kduca- 
tion had either failed to graap the moaning 
of their own enactment, or that thoy had 
grossly misrepresented its effect. The judg: 
ment, which was given in a previous issue, 19 
thus forcibly commented on by the Empire: 

The people of the Province have lately 
been treated to the amusing spectaclo of an 
Attorney-General being 86 muddled as to 
the meaning of his own statute that he had 
to call in the aid of two clover lawyers ond 
a couple of learned Chancery Judges to ex 
pratt to him and the public what it really 

id mean. The court gave its judgment on 
Monday, avd it completely snattered the 
main contention that Mr. Mowat has beon 
making with respect to the amendments to 
the separate school law. It will be remom- 
bered that as an afterthought, in order to 
breakthe force of the objection to the change 
in the law making every Roman Catholic 
prima facie » supporter of separate schools, 
instead of leaving every ratepayer prima 
facie a supporter of the public schoo! sys- 
tem, Mr. Mowat has been arguing that 
the change practically made no difference, 
that no ratepayer cou/d be put on as a sup- 
porter of separate s2hools unless he gave 
notice to that effect as formerly. ‘The fact 
remained that every assessor and clerk 
throughout the province did under his stat- 
ute put them on without that notico, and 
that shoy had to pay their taxes according: 
ne The learned judges have now declared 

at the plain, common-sense assessors and 
clerks have been justitied in the course they 
have taken, and that separate school taxes 
may bo legally collected from those they 
have put onin that way. As the judges 
limited their decision to a simple answer ro 
the questions put, it does not yet make 
this much muddled statute very clear to the 
average municipal officer; but the substance 
of their judgment may be briefly atated to | 
be: First, that the fact being given to au 
asseasor that a ratepayer isa Koman Cath 
olic, he may thereupon, without further 
enquiry, put him on as a separate echvol 
supporter, and unless an appeal is made to 
the Court of Revision, his taxes must go in | 
that way; seoond, that on such an appeal, | 
on showing that ho has been wrongfully 
entered as & supporter of such schools, his 
mame may be etrack off; and third, that 
tho failure to make such an appoal the first 
year does not prevent it being made in any 
fature year. 

Tho decision now given emphasises tho 
startling fact brought out by Mr, Merodith | 
in his London speech, that tho law has by | 
Mr. Mowat's amendments being so muddled | 
as to mislead, if ita intention wan not to por- | 
mil, persons to become separate school sup 
porters without giving the notice, and prac 
tically leaves every Roman Catholic, who of 
late years has been put on as such supporter, 
at the mercy of any porson who wishes to 
enter an appeal. I[t isa well-known fact | 
that for ton years past hardly anyone has | 
given notico requiring t» be rated as a 
separate school supporter, relyiog on it 
being the intention to allow the assvasor to 
put him on without, unti the proportion 
who have thus got on muat be very large; and 
as itis now contended, tho law is all that any 
ratopayer has to do to" paralyze the separate 
ach ols in a city or town is to enter an 
apposl, and summon the clerk to show that 
they have not given notice, when their taxes 
must botakon from the separate and applied 
to the public school. We do not suppoao

Religion, he 
said, as reported in a contemporary, was at 
the foundation of education, and it was for 
the Church to exercisy its authority, and 
that without question from the school 
board, in cho matter of selecting or depos- 
ing teachers, In the noxt place, his Lord- 
ship justified the locking up of the school, 
Had ho not a right, he asked, to close the 
doors of his own house? His Lordship 
then proceeded to say that they were ray- 
enous wolves in sheep's clothing, and if 
they were not more submissive they would 
find themselyes outside the pale of ,the 
church, On pain of spiritual disabilities, 
the Separate School supporters are required 
to withdraw their opposition to Mr, Mecll- 
moyle's dismissal, and to accept another 
teacher. 

Another case, involving the same pre- 
tension on the part of the priesthood, has 
ocourred at Ottawa, The Separate School 
Board invited the Grey Nuns to supply 
female teachers to a new school. The parish 
priest, backed by the Archbishop, forebade 
the appointment of the Grey Sisters and 
demanded that Nuns of the Dominicar or- 
dor be substituted, 

‘This is the same pretension advanced by 
the late Archbishop Lynch that was so 
strongly commented upon by Mr. Meredith, 
to whose remarks the cases above quoted 
give additional point aud omphasis.

As it turns out my suggestion would 
haye been the best for the city to follow, 
but I do not begruge tho Bridge Company 
its good fortune in disposing of the bonds 
atapremium, The bridge will be of such 
advantage abe city that we can afford to 
witness without jealousy auy stroke of 
good fortune that may accrue to the enter- 
prising gentlemen who have undertaken 
to buildit, And, besides, will not the city 
be the owner of one-third of an enterprise, 
the success of which will bring the stock to 
& premium as high at least as that ob- 
tained on the debentures 7 
.THE CONSOLIDATION OF THE CITY'S DEBT , 

Why has the debt of the city not been 
consolidated ? is a question recently start 
ed. Thoonswer is, that it can only be 
renewed advantageously as each part of it 
matures, Tho holders of the city's bonds 
bearing six or seven por cent will not hand 
them over and accept in their stead bonds 
bearing four or five per cent, and there is 
no power in existence that can compel 
them to make the exchange. To induce 
them to part with the bonds before maturi- 
ty » bonus equal to the advantage of hold- 
ing them would have to be paid, and in 
this there would be no benefit to the city. 
The bonds of governments are frequently 
recalled for renewal before maturity, and 
replaced by others having a lower rate of 
interest, but the power to do this exists in 
the original contract, and tho holders 
bought them subject to this condition, 

It is urged that the city should havo bor- 
rowed money in England this year to the 
extent of half a millibn, which, we are told, 
could have been secured at four per cent. 
To borrow money in England at four per 
cent means something more than appears 
in the off-hand assertion that it can be done, 
The brokers who negotiste bonds in the 
English market are nob celebrated for 
moderate charges, their commission—al- 
ways a stiff one—is a factor to be reckoned 
in the transaction, and, besides, thore is 
the cost of exchange in transferring the 
proceeds to this country, These and other 
incidental charges would reduce thé amount 
obtained considerably below par. Then, 
again, supposing such a loan had been 
effected and the money was here what 
would be dono with it until the maturity of 
the debentures that are to be retired? It 
would not be safe for the city to go into a 
loaning business, so the half million would 
have to be placed in a bank, whereit would 
yield three per cent, while it coats us four, 
to say nothing of the loss on brokerage and 
exchange. 

Lhave watched clorely the sales of de 
bentures that have taken place within tho 
past year in Ontario, with the purpose of | 
being thoroughly posted when the time ar- 
rived to deal whth this city’s renewals, | 
should the duty devolve upon me, This 
information will be aS the disposal of my | 
sucovssor, The Council has given the neces 
sary notice that it willapply to the Logisla 
ture of Ontario for an amendment to the | 
city's charctor, to enable the corporation to | 
borrow fora peri d beyond 20 and up to 40 
years, should it be deemed desirable, in 
ordor to spread the creation of ki g 
fund, which will have to be raised yourly 
in the future, over that time

him $35,000, While in Shoo Hing thé chefoo 
became suspicious and asked His Excellency 
some questions, which so offended the im- 
poster that he forthwith dismissed the 
frightened prefect from his office as chefoo 
and placed a clerk of the office in his chair, 
The dismissed - official was sent out of 
town while the imposters plundered the city 
tronsury of all that was valuable. From 
Foo Chow he obtafned $250,000 and from Ly 
Chu $100,000, More tlian 20 cities paid tribute 
to him before the discovery of tho fraud.

LEARNING OF CANADA. 


Utivan Kogineers Examining the Cann- 
Wacific Railway. 
N, S. Kronghlicoff and 
T, Tinshenich, two civil engineers 
from Russia, arrived here this morning 
from the Pacific coast. In conversation 
with your correspondent they said that 
they left St. Petersburg two yoars ago with 
instructions’ to examine tho projected rail- 
way by Russia in Siberia, and then proceed 
to Canada and takearunoyer the Cana- 
dinn Pacific Railway, Tho object of this 
railway in Siberia isto got Russia con- 
nected with the Pacific Ocean. The road 
is about 5000 miles long. They spent 
eighteen months in Siberia, and then pro- 
ceeded to Jupan, from whence they sailed 
to Vancouver. Their object in coming to 
Canada is to obtain some practical idea, by 
observation and otherwise, as to the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
particularly in British Columbia, which 
would be of advantage to the Russian Goy- 
ernment in constructing their Siberja road. 
British Columbia, thoy describe as being very 
similar in appearance to part of Siberia, but 
our seen more picturesque than that of 
the latter courtry. On tho Pacific slope they 
remained for two weeks, Hore they intend 
Visiting the Railway Department to obtain 
copies of official railway reports, and then 
proceed to Montreal, where they will inter- 
view the head officials of the road, returning 
to St. Petersburg by Niagara Falls, Phila- 
dolphin, New York and Liverpool.

this small strain of our favorite gladiolus, 
which is claimed to be now as fixed and 
certain as any of the types. If we can 
entertain the enthusiasm of one of our 
California correspondents, who describes 
them asa new creation, we will all com- 
mence to grow them a8 soon as we are 
-rejoiced by the sight of one, The ‘deli- 
cacy of the older sorts is impaired by the 
fervid sunshine on the Pacific coast, but 
these being of a thicker and more durable 
texture retain their inflorescence for a 
longer time, the lowest flowers often re- 
maining in perfection until the topmost 
ones bloom, 

The profuse inflorescence suggests a 
spike of hyacinths when seen directly in 
front, or when partially open a tritoma 
flower, from its shape. Some of the in- 
dividual blossonis measure over five inch- 
es in diameter, while the spike will be 
less than a foot in length. 

The specimens from which our picture 
Was inade were in color a light but rich 
cherry, with shadings of crimson and 
white. The spike on the left of the pic- 
ture was 13 inches in length and 6 inches 
in diameter, showing at one time forty 
full or half opened flowers, with five un- 
opened buds. The bulb at the same time 
bore three small stalks of unopened buds 
which came on later. The one on the 
right, while but 11} inches long, bore 
twenty-four blooms, with two other 
spikes of later blooming buds. 

These are said to be average flowering 
stafks, and the characteristic of produc- 
ing from two to five flower stalks is a 
well defined qualification of this strain, 
The entire height of the plant is about 2} 
feet. 


Growing Onion Sota. 

Im a recent issue of The American 
Agriculturist are the following good sug- 
gestions worth remembering: 

Onion seed cannot be sown too early 
in spring or on too rich land. The real 
point is to sow very thick, say twenty 
seeds toeach inch of row. One practical 
difficulty in sowing so thick is to get the 
seeds to germinate. As every one knows, 
before a seed can germinate it must ab- 
sorb considerable water, or, a8 we say, 
“swell.” It absorbs this water from the 
soil in immediate contact with the seed. 
But when you have a large number of 
seeds in a small place only those in direct 
contact with the soil will get moisture,. 
The others will remain dry and hard, and 
sometimes burn.” 

There are two remedies for this diffi- 
culty. Either sow very early in the 
spring when the ground is moist, and 
when we are likely to have an abundance 
of rain, or soak the seed two or three 
days before sowing. We say two or 
three days, but by this we do not mean 
that the seed should remain in the water 
unchanged for that length of time. Soak 
the seed for twelve hours, and then 
throw it on a sieve or cloth and let the 
water drain off. Keep the seed in a 
moist state ina warm room four to five 
hours and then soak it again in fresh 
water another twelve hours, and keep 
repeating this till you are ready to sow, 

After such treatment for two or three 

if the weather will not permit 
sowing, put the seed in a cold room and 
no harm will be done. We have kept 
the seed moist till it commenced to 
sprout, withoutharm, In fact, we never 
had better sets than from this sprouted 
seed, We repeat that early spring, rich 
land, thick seeding and clean culture 
are the great secrets of success, 

So for our contemporary. We have 
to add that this crop makes an excep- 
tion of a general rule. Usually we use 
more seed on poor soil than on rich soil. 
When sowing for sets, the greatest 
amount of seed should be used on tho 
richest soil, and the rows should be 
closest together. We are not after large 

but after greatest number, and uni- 
form, small size, The grower of 
bunch onions only prefers a good s 
set, because it makes an carlier 
stronger growth,

The Fature of Canada, 


A Rochoster Fditor Discusses the Subject. 
Our Rochester correspondant sends a 


Qanada, delivered before the Onsnadian 
Club of that city at its last meeting by Mr. 
Jowevh O'Connor, editor of the Rochester 
Post Kapress. Mr, O'Connor said in the 
course of his remarks: 

“1 am too much of an American to wish 

to see the United States dishonored by any 
spirit of aggression, and 1 haye too much 
respect for the Canadians to wish to see 
them the objects of conquest, yet I desire to 
see the future of, Canada joined with that of 
the United States, but 1 do not wish to see 
the union grow out of anything bub a 
friendly spirit. 1b is natural that we 
should desire to see the countries united. 
Canada is so great and so full of rich re- 
sources, itis natural,leay, that we should 
like tosee our own great nation supple- 
mented by another great country. 
' *£ The first alternative is imperial feder- 
ation, Many people laugh at this a3 an 
arcadian idea, but I think it is in the range 
of probabilities, In case this should take 
place, Canada would probably take her 
place in that federation, The second alter: 
native is independence. I do not know 
that L should object to that consummation, 
except for the multiplying political powers 
on this continent and the increased possi- 
bilivy of clashing. 

* Canada owes the greatest respect to 
Great Britain. Other provinces may have 
been imposed upon and depriyed of their 
rights, but Canada cannot complain. Her 
people have enjoyed the greatest privileges 
which Britieh goneroeity could supply.’

they confess their inability to cope with 
this swift and deadly scourge. In this con- 
nection we once more call attention to the 
remedy which was printed in the Tribune a 
fow days since, with accompanying state 
ments from well-known citizens who had 
successfully employed it in thelr own fami- 
lies, and in cases where their physicians 
could give no hope. This remedy was the 
plain juice of the pineapple, whose acid 
seems to have tho effect of eating off or re- 
moving the fungus which attaches to tho 
disoased part of the throat, and which is the 
fatal olemont in such cases. The remedy 
has long beon known in the south, and the 
ntatemonts mado as to its efficacy by the 
citizens alluded to must be accepted as cor- 
rect and trustworthy. It isa very simple 
one and easily procurable, and ita value 
ought to be tested in the widest possible 
mannor. Physicians themaelves should be 
the firat to employ it and watch its opera- 
tion, but if the prejudices against a remedy 
which is not in the materia medica are so 
strong that they will not prescribe it then 
lot pationta themselves take the reaponsi- 
bility. The Trilune will be glad to print 
any statement from those who may use it 
as to the resulta, for if the remedy has such 
properties in overcoming inflammation, 
fungus growth, or tho disintegrating work 
of the doadly microbe as is claimed for it 
the discovery should be mado known and 
proclaimed far and near,

Augusta, who bad been attacked with influ- 
bnza and while recovering was stricken down 
with a relapse yesterday, died at 4:30 thir 
afternoon. Tbe Emperor und Empress and | 
their two oldest sous, Crown Prince William | 
and Prince Frederick, and the Grand Duke | 
and Duchess of Baden, son-in-law and 
daughter respectively of the Dowager Em- 
prem, wore at hor bedside, Count Von 
Moltke left. ber palace at noon, He was 
much affected at her alarming condition, A 
large crowd assembled in Unter der Linden 
before the palace, and much sympathy was 
shown, 

‘The death of the Empress Augusta was an- 
nounced to the people by the lowering of the 
imperial standard oyer the palace. The 
Empress passed away peacefully, surrounded 
by all her near relatives and her much-at- 
tached attendants. As. the end came the 
mourners knelt around the bed and the court 
chaplain offered a prayer and then blessed 
the remains. Emperor William and the 
Empress soon after left the chamber, 

‘The Empress Augusta suffered from Influ- 
enza for three days, when pneumonia was 
developed. Her body {x laid upon an open 
couch and {s shrouded with a white mantle, 
On her right hand ts laid a spray of lily of 
the valley. Her head reposes upon white 
pillows and her face is wrapped around with 
a covering of white lace, ‘The absolute peace 
and repose of hor beautiful, classical face is 
liko that of a porfoct statue. 

When the Kaisor wos summoned at 5 
o'clock this morning the: Empress kissed him 
fondly, The Empress became unconscions 
several times toxlay, Shortly, before 
her death she was perfectly couscious 
and recognized all her family. The streots are 
already draped with mourning. The court 
festivities which had been resumed upon the 
expiration of the mourning for Emperor 
Frederick are now abandoned. ‘The rematos 
of the ex-Empress will be lnid temporarily 
beside those of her husband. 

Tho Reichsanzeiger states that the Emperor 
and the whole imperial family are in the 
deepest affliction at tho sad event. It says: 
“The year 1888 was one filled with heavy 
trials for Her Majesty. The death of her 
beloved husband, to whomshe clung faithfully 
In all the vicissitudes of life, the death of 
her son and of Ler grandson all contributed 
to sadden the last two years of her life. These 
years she spent principally at Berlin, at the 
Castle of Babelsburg,at Coblentz and in Baden, 
conquering her sorrow by thé greatness of her 
mind and remaining to the last breath of 
her richly-blessed life ever active in doing 
good and relieving distress. The royal house 
and the court will for ever cherish her 
memory.” 

{(Chaplain Koegel conducted the funeral 
servicesin tha mortuary chandor at 8 in 
the evehing. Only the imperial family was 


present. Chaplain Koegel said the 
death scene recalled that of Emperor 


William, who during his last hours often 
moved his lips, but was too feeble to speak. 
(Maria Louisa Catherine Augusta, Dowa- 
ger Empress of Germany, was born in 
‘Weimar, Sept. 30, 1811. She was the daugh- 
ter of the Grand Duke Charles Frederick, of 
Saxo-Weimar and her mother was a daughter 
of Paul I, Emperor of Russia. She was 


brought up at the court of her 
grandfather, Charles Augustus, the 
friend of Goethe, who speaks in 


one of his letters of the “‘many-sided and har- 
| monious culture of the Princess Augusta.” 
She was married to the late Emperor William 
Jon June 11, 1820, She attended personally 
to tho education of her two children, the late 
Emperor Frederick and Princess Louise, now 
the Grand Duchess of Baden. Empress 
‘Augusta was much respected for her love of 
science, letters and art, and for her benevo- 
[ent disposition, displayed especially in 
187071 in labors for the relief ofthe wounded 
soldiers. The death of her husband, Em- 
peror William I, occurred on March 9, 1888, 
and that of his successor, the late Emperor 
Frederick, on Juno 15 of the same year.)

DEATH OF SAMUEL KEEFER. 


Phe Eminent Canadian Civil Engineer @ 
Vietion umonia, 

Brock vitLx, Jan, 7,—Samuel Keefer, CE. 
died this morning at his residence of pneu 
monia, The deceased has been in a poor 
state of health for some time past, haying 
contracted malarial fever in the west some 
two years since, which followed last win- 
ter by pneumonia, from the effects of which 
he never fully recovered. 

{Samuel Keefer was born at Thorold, in 
the Niagara district, on Jan. 22, 1811, and 
came of United Empiro loyalist stock, He 
was elected member of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, London, Eng., in 1800, and 
joined the American Society of Civil En- 
gincers, New York, cag in 1600. He was a 
charter member of the Canadian Insti- 
tute, Toronto, and in 1875 he was elect- 
ed a fellow of the Royal Colonial 
Institute, London, After filling for many 
years tho position of Chief Engineer 
to the Department of Public Works, after 
the union of the provinces in 1841, he iid ap- 
pointed to superintend the completion of the 
mmlargement of the Welland Canal, begun by 
Samuel Powers, C.E., who resigned in 1846, 
This was the monumental work of Mr, 
Keefer, and put his fame on a lasting basis, 
[hn 1852 he made a survey for the Sault Ste, 
Marie Canal, on the Canadian shore, In 1853 
he resigned his position under the Govern- 
ment to undertake the duties of resident 
engineer on a division of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, and while acting in that 
capacity he established the line between 
Montreal and Kingston. He fixed the line of 
the Victoria bridge where it now stands. In 
1869, he accomplished the marvellous feat of 
spanning the Niagara River below the Falls 
by a suspension bridge—one of the engineer- 
lng feats of the century, Of late years, and 
after retirement from active public life, he 
has filled many positions, government and 
private.) 


PERIL OAERHEAD. 


Ab Teo Storm in St. Louls Breaks the Eloctric 
it Wires.

the roughest weather I haye ever known. 


Tho ship was thrown off into the trough of 
the sea, although going at full speed, and be- 
camo unmanageablo, We stopped the engines 
and used a plentiful supply of oil, which aided 
in breaking the crests of the waves, We, 
howeyor, shipped one fearful sea which car- 
ried overything before it, smashing one boat 
and damaging others, washing away part of 
the flying bridge and injuring several of the 
crew, Part of this sea went down the fun- 
nel, the top of which is 56 feet above the 
water, Tho water rushed through the tubes 
in such volume as nearly to put the fires out 
and caused a great commotion among the 
men below, On the 18th it blow a heavy gale 
and on the 20th the wind again became a 
hurricane, During the njght we shipped a 
tremendous sea over tho bows. It swept 
away overything in its way, carrying wreck- 
age from the main d over the upper 
bridge, about 25 fect high, and finally making 
its exit over the stern, This sea washed a 
fireman from the foremast on to the main 
bridge, lifting him about 20 feet and sending 
him among the debris under the starboard 
boat, He was picked up insensible and dan- 
gerously injured.

|} not touched. The king is very anxious 
| about the statuary in the rotunda. There is 
littlo hope that qny of itis saved. 

The only occupants of tho palace when 
the fire broke out were the Princess 
Clementine, aged 17, a lady attendant 
and her governess, The governess 
haying escaped with tho others, returned to 
the Hrincess" apartments to secure some 
valuables and was suffocated. Tho queen is 
greatly grieved at her fate, Her Majesty 
loses by this fire interesting souvenirs of her 
children, especially of her son who died at 
tho ago of 12.

Opcca- 
sionally a plant presents lines almost ex- 
actly straight, and in the forms of color- 
ing on some animals the figures appear 
at first view exact; but there is always 
some departure. The whole body of ‘an

—beauty is ‘‘roundness’—the square, 
blocky or angular is unhandsome.

Tn manufactured articles, on the other 
hand, the tendency is to exact figures, 
and in the crystallization of minerals 
the geometry is exact. It isin the sharp 
contrast between these principles that 
the artist finds room for many a varia- 
tion—each heightening the effect of its 
opposite. Hence the beauty of the 
balloon frame hanging basket. * But this 
blending of the geometrically exact with 
the charming vagrancy of plant-nature 
requires good taste and not a little cul- 
tivation of the eye, and in the basket, 
in laying out a garden or platting 
yard or lawn, the engineering may be 
too apparent, too perfect as it were. 
“Artistic negligence,” ‘the art which 
conceals all art’—in flower gardening 
as in poetry this is the point to be aimed 
at. If most observers admire the basket 
more than its contents, thére is reason 
to suspect an error of taste. 

The wire basket is less obtrusive and 
consequently not so likely to be too 
prominent. Many attractive receptacles 
for flowers are also made of pottery 

| ware and wood, as well as other materi- 
als. Of course there should be perfora- 
tions around the base, as the hanging 
plant requires more water than the plant 
in the soil, the air circulating freely be- 
low aswellas above it. The best way 
of watering is to sink the basket in a tub 
or pail of water till the earth is wet 
through, andthe rule with most plants 


is, do not water till the earth is dry, and 


then water thoroughly. The frequency 
of watering, of course, depends upon the 
weather; sometimes oncea week is often 
enough and sometimes once a day is not 
too often. Judgment and experience 
have their value in this as in everything 
else worth doing. 

A list of plants suitable for hanging 
baskets would be very long. They are 
mosses, ivies, stnilax, moneywort, ivy- 
leaved, geraniums, dracsenas, marantas, 
ferns and many more, Even when up- 
right plants are grown, if the basket is 
exposed to tho sun or on a porch where 
there is a draught, the surface may 
profitably be covered with moss from 
the woods, It keeps the earth more 
evenly moist, adds to the rustic natural- 
ness of the effect and in no way inter- 

$s with the main plant. 


The Wator Cress. 

The stems of the water cress, accord- 
ing to Vick’s Magazine, are thick and 
bend downward, sending out tiny roots 
along their entire length, The leaves 
are pinnate, with ovate, sub-cordate leaf- 
lets, threo to seven in number, the ter- 
minal one much the largest. The plant 
bears a corymb of white flowers with 
petals much longer than the calyx. It 
hy inch in length, 


among which are the wood cress, tansy 
leaved cress and marsh cress, the latter 
iffering essentially from the true water 
cress, 
It is said that N. officinale possesses 
qualities which fit it for both food and 
medicir It contains a bitter extract, 
phosphate and other salts, sulpho-nitro- 
enous essential oil, and so forth, When 
the plant is in flower tho medical prop- 
erties which it contains are more abun- 
dant, the essential oil being increased by 
the amounts of sunshine the plant ob- 
tains, and the quantity of lime by the 
richness of the water in which it grows. 
As food it should be eaten in an un- 
cooked state As medicine it is said to 
be useful in indigestion, scurvy and 
scrofula. '

The Globe remarks, in its issuo of Satur- 
day: 

Tt is assumed by poople wh») talk abont the 
“Catholic yore” that that vote goes in a solid 
masa for one party or another at the Dominion 
and Provincial elections, aud that this solidity 
is due to the influence of the priests. As the 
ballot is in force in these elections, it is asramed 
that the influense of the priesta over the minds 
of the veople is wo powerful that the ballot af- 
fords no protection against it, and that the bal- 
fot, therefore, does not enable the Catholic voter 
to make a free choice.

Tho next year 
saw a sudden increaso of more than a hun- 
dred per cont in Woat India exports. Thore 
was a further increase of nearly a million in 
1881. In 1882 the value was over four mil 
lions, and in 1883 the maximum of $4,369,- 
260 was reached. This standard was not 
maintained, but Inst year's trade reprosented 
a valuo of $3,268,663, which is about the 
average since 1880, To sum up, the average 
of West India imports since the adoption 
of the tariff of 1879 has been considerably 
more than double that of the four years 
preceding the change.

Something About Diamonds, 

‘Twenty years ago diamonds were at three 
times their present value, Tho discovery 
of the South African mines brought down 
the price, but amalgamation in the last 12 
months has put it up by above 100,per cent. 
The rough estimate is that during the last 
fow years the output of diamondashas been 
4,000,000 carats per annum, and that these, 
cut into 1,600,000 carat, have seld for $4,- 
000,000. It costs ten shillings per carat to 
cut diamonds. The South African mines 
being now amalgamated, the output is re- 
duced to one-half, i. e, 2,000,000 carats, but 
the merchants estimate that this will still 
produce $4,000,000, because they regard 
this as a fixed amount which, no matter 
what the price of diamonds may be, will be 
spent on them,

Many persons who travel much on the 
fast trains between Jersey City and Phila 
delphia have noticed that the engineers on 
those trains are, asa general rule, young 
men, and that there are many new faces 
seen among them in the course of a year, 
Lasked an old railway man the reason of 
this, Ho said; “It's because old men do 
not have the nerve to stand tho strain of 
the terrific speed of these trains, and even 
tho nerviest young man gets afraid of them 
after while, Then they got to lotting 
up alittlein speed, the trains run behind 
time, the engineers are given other runs 
and now men are put on in their places, 
Likely enough you never noticed how fast 
these trains go. 1b is 91 miles from Jorsoy 
City to Philadelphia.

An official army order gives all the de- 
tails of the mechanism of the new magazine 
rifle with which the army is to be supplied. 
The weight, with magazine (empty) is nine 
pounds eight ounces, the jnew sword bay- 
onet fifteen and a half ounces, the scab- 
bard four and three-quarter ounces, the 
magazine when filled with eight cartridges, 
thirteen ounces, The length of the rifle is 
four feet one inch, and the sword bayonet 
one foot four inches, 

The magazine consists of a sheet steel 
box inserted from under the body in front 
of the trigger guard through an opening in 
the body. Lt is held in position by a spring 
io the body engaging ina notch on the 
magazine, It will contain eight cartridges, 
and may be filled when in position in the 
rifle, or when detached by inserting the 
cartridges one by one. A spring ab the 
bottom of the magazine presses upward a 
moveable platform, forcing the column of 
cartridges alao upward. A “‘out off” is fit- 
ted to the right aide of the body, which 
when pressed inward atops the supply of 
cartridges from the magazine, so that the 
arm may then be used as a single loader. 
When the ‘cut off” is pulled out tho lower 
edge of the bolt on being driven forward 
engages the top edge of the uppermost 
cartridge in the magazine and forces it in- 
to the chamber, and so on till the magazine 
is emptied. The magazine can be removed 
by pressing a emall lever inside the triggor- 
guard. 

One magozine is attached to each rifle, 
being secured from loss by a chain link, A 
spare magazine is also issued with each arm. 
The stock, like that of the Martini-Henry 
riflo, is in two pieces, the fore-end and the 
butt. Under the hindor part of the small 
of tho butt is » projection forming a so called 
‘*pistol grip.” ‘Tho butt is secured to the 
body by "*atock bolt.” ‘The butt plate is 
fitted with a trap giving access to the unoo 
cupied portion of the atook: bolt recess, which 
is arranged to contain an oil bottle and a jug. 

The rifle is provided with two sets of 
sights, Tho foresight and tho backaight 
aro fixed in the usual position on tho barrol, 
Tho foresight isa square block with » vor 
tical out through it, showing a fino line of 
light, Aim is takon by fitting this square 
in a corresponding equere notch in the 
backsight, so that lines of light of equal 
width may bs seen on onch side of it, and 
aligning vho central lino of light on tho 
point to be hit, Tho lowonst or “fixed 
sight” in that for 300 yards, Using this 
aight, a head and shoulder figuro can bo hit 
at any distance botwoeon 376 nnd 160 yarde, 
while w six foot figure can bo hit up to 
about 5600 yarda without in eit! onso aim 
ing off the figuros. Tho highoat graduation 
is for 1,900 yards, Tho riflo is also fitted 
with oxtrome rango sights, Tho front 
night, which is oallod tho dial sight, is grad- 
uated from 1,800 yards up to 8,500 yards. 
Thore aro twokinds of ammunition pouches, 
ono holding forty rounds and the other 
fifty. Tho cartridge is mado of solid drawn 
brass and is charged with ordinary gun- 
powdor pressed into the form of » pollot,

This was written last August, when the 
expedition was still five months’ journe 
from Zanzibar, which it has just reached! 
The facts recall the fierce controversy which 
raged in Europe over the route chosen. It 
was insisted that Stanloy, to reach and re- 
lieve Emin Pasha, should have taken one of 
threo routea—from Mombassa through the 
British possessions northward to Wadela' 
from Bagamoyo, in the rman protect 
rate, directly to the Victoria Nyanza and 
across it, or, thirdly, from Bagamoyo to 
Lake Tanganyika and thence nortward. 
After receiving much advice from African 
explorers, Stanloy embarked his expedition 
from Zanzibar, sailed around the southern 


part of Africa and up the weat const, and 
penetrated tho country by way of tho 
Congo. To understand his’ action and its 


results, a briof historical aketch must be 
studied. 

In 1874 the noted ‘Chineso” 
began the task of ros uing Contral 
from barbarism ond slave trade, He 
wrested a considerable section from the 
Arab slave hunters, and sent Emin Pasha, 
(a German scientist, real name Schneitzer) 
in 1876 to govern tho northern province of 
it. Ho remained there, his capital at Lado, 
till a fow mon since, At one ti ha 
had a native and Egyptian army of 2,000, 
had established many schools and missions 
and secured a nation of 6,000,000 people 
against the slave trade In the meantime, 
ra Mahdi, the ‘second Mohammed," had 
excited an Arab crusade ond rebellion 
against the British-Egyptian government in 
the Soudan. 

He massacred the army of Hicks Pasho 
and captured moat of the Soudan. Gordon's

of prominence who is in a better position to 
form an unbiased judgment as to the Equal 
Rights agitation than the Hon. Henry G. 
Joly, ex-Promior of Quebec,

It is per- 
factly foir to attack the validity of the 
claim, but the existence of » claim ought 
not to be ignored. If it be argued againat 
the validity of the olaim that the property 
has been confiscated 1 maintain that it has 
not been confiscated, but escheated. The 
distinction is a most important one when 
it comes to a question of equity. The 
property was not confiscated, the Orown 
only took possession of it in the year 1800, 
after the death of Fathor Lareau, the Jast 
surviving member of their Order in Canada.

An offort is being made by American 
cattle dealers, backed by Canadian shipping 
agents to have the Dominion Government 
change the regulations respecting the ship- 
ment of American cattle, which, if success- 
ful, will utterly destroy the Os: 
port cattle trade. Under present British

Last 
season about 30,000 head of stockers were 
shipped and the trade is rapidly growing. 
This is o class of shipment particularly that 
the new regulations asked would destroy,ag 
the shipment of American cattle from Oan- 
adian ports would cause,Canadian cattle to 
be classed as American when landed in 
Europe. Any one can seg how the shipment 
of stockers would be destroyed, if they were 
compelled to be killed upon landing. Am- 
erican cattle are not shipped into Canada 
in bond, as the Mail says, but are sent 
through Oanada with tho privilege of foed- 
ing at certain points, where they are isolat- 
ed, So stringent is the regulation that 
should an avimal die it must either be bur- 
ied or shipped out of the country. 

The Mail's Montreal correspondent says 
that American cattle are shipped through 
Canada to Portland to be put on the same 
atamer that takes Canadian cattle, but 
fails to ray that Canadian cattle when thus 
shipped are scheduled American, and have 
to be killed when landed in Europe. In 
fact, the regulations are so strict that a 
yessel carrying American cattle cannot 
carry Canadian cattle within 21 clear days, 
without the Oanadian cattle being schedul- 
ed as American. Hence it is obvious that 
it would not take a month under the regu- 
lations asked for beforo Canadian cattle 
would be classed as American, and thus the 
great advantage now enjoyed by our farm- 
ers in shipping cattle would be lost. The 
scheme is one originated between Ameri- 
oan shippers and OCandadian ship brokers, 
which, if carried out, means destruction to 
our rapidly increasing cattle export trado,

Even the Toronto ‘lobe says there is noth- 
ing further In the way of liberty that we 
want. Now, let us prize those liberties; 
let us, while we uphold all the rights of the 
provinces, recollect that there is a country 
over all and greater than all; a country in 
which we ought to have a pride; and if 
we haven't got a past, let us take hold one 
and all, and particularly endeavor to build 
up this youngcountry. (Cheers) Is thero 
not room here for all the ambition of 
youth? Is there a young man, 
of no matter how high  aspira- 
tions, who finds that Canada is too small 
for him?

goods, as the Canadian manufactures are 
better value than the same class of import 
ed articles. This is especially the case in 
colored shirtings, twilled silosius, Oxford 
shirtings, &c., which aro admitted to be 
equal in quality to imported goode, and at 
the same time much cheapor, thus showing 
better values as beforestated. Thoreis no 
acoumulation of cottons at the mills, which 
aro atill running on orders, and there in no 
reason why the capital invested in our 
gotton industries should not yield fair pro 
fits, If traderawho persist in bringing in 
outside manufactures simply. because thay 
are ‘English, you know,” would abandon 
sontiment and buy. in the homo market 
where best values are obtained, a much 
larger business would at once revert to 
Canadian manufactur Trade Bulletin.

In growing a corn 
crop successfully a farmer should select a 
fairly rich soil, tho y 
It will alwaya pay a farr 
his soil in the spriny as early as ib is work- 
able. Tho best time to plant the corn is 
from May 20th to May 24th, except that 
for experimental purposes, this will have 
the effect of escaping the late frosts, Tho 
rows he thought should be four foot apart. 
Before the corn appeara upon the surface, 
if the soil is hard, it should be harrowed in 
order to loosen it. If a man has a loose soil, 
he can afford to do without harrowing it. 

An ordinary soil, however, should be well 
cultivated. 68 varioties of corn were plant- 
ed Inst yoar on tho agricultural farm at 
Guelph. Tho beat varioty of corn to grow 
in this Province is a corn that will properly 
mature before the early frost in the fall. 
Tho beat time to out the corn is in its early 
milk stage, as it will have the most substance 
in it, The best way to cut corn is by a reap- 
ing hook. All who raiso corn should have 
asilo, A silo convenient place for the 
holding of any substance you wish to pre- 
serve and feed green ; the building of a silo 
is not an expensive affair, as some think— 
the poorest man on the poorest farm cannot 
afford to do without a silo. A hemlock silo 
will coat about $70. (The lecturer here mi 

nutely described the buildiug of a silo.) The 
silo could be opened and the contents used 
in three weeks after completion, Ensilage 
ia not sufficient feed alone to give cowa— 
two-thirds ensilage, then the balance grain, 
hay, «&o., is the most economical way. En- 
silage will coat $1 75 per ton, and two tons 
is worth as much as one ton of hay. Any 
farmer can feed his stock at half the cost 
with silo that any one can without it, and 
have moro satisfactory results, 

Mr. MoRea, of Brockville, said he had 
made up his mind by experience that en- 

nilage waa tho beat feed for cows, He had 
the past year erected asiloand it had proy-

The great- 
est point wo have to contend with at present 
is to cheapen production. We are land 
poor and cow poor all over America, We 
pay taxes on large farms not half cultivated 
and keep cows worthloss for giving milk. 
In Wisconsin it coat $32 per cow per year 
to feed and large numbers do not make $20, 
The proper way is to start to build up your 
herd by careful selecting, keeping only 
those cows that show a profit at the end of 
the year, Tho proprietors of factories and 
creameries must take this matter intelli- 
gently in hand and educate their patrons 
to keep better cows and to have a cheaper 
ration, which can only be done with the 
silo. Now I think you can raise pork profi 
tably in Canada, if you use judgment, not 
keeping them longer than when they reach 
150 pounds, because it costs three times aa 
much to make pork after a pig roachon 150 
than whon the first 160 pounds is made. 
Mr. Hoard has lost none of his old-time elo 
quence, andno man can please our people 
liko Bim.

Out Doors" to Work In. 


People who have all out-doors to run 


know what one meant by ‘*window- 
gardening," and might think it a face- 
tious reference to the so-called ‘land- 
scapes" produced by frost on the panes. 
Know then, fortunate mortals of the 
village and country place, that millions 
of your fcllow-beings are 60 crowded in 
cities that they eannot command 60 
much as one square yar@for earth cul- 
turé, and yetso saturated with the in- 
stinct therefor, that window-gardening 
has become a science, and very ingen- 
fous appliances for it are manufactured. 
The commonest and plainest, of course, 
is an ordinary box, some four or five 
feet long, eight inches or so wide, and 
perhaps six inches deep; and this is so 
set on the window aill that the sash may 
descend exactly upon the central line of 
it, ifnecessary, But thisis seldom the 
case, as such gardening is confined to 
thesummer months, These boxes are 
made of wood, iron, terra cotta, &c., ac- 
cording to the taste or means of the 
owner, and of late some extremely 
fancy ones have appeared, ornamented 
with tiles.

- Potted Strawberry Plants. 

A writer in Popular Gardening has 
this to say concerning potted straw- 
berry plants; ‘‘The claim made by over 
vealous advertisers that strawberries 
grown in this manner produce a full 
crop the next season after planting 
should be taken with a grain of allow- 
ance, Nearly all growers use a mixture 
in potting, which, if not clay, isof such 
a nature that, when the plant is shipped 
| to such a distance as to become dry, the 

ball of earth becomes about as hard as a 
cobble stone.” ‘> 1 

A writer in The American Garden 
| presents the following in this connec- 
tion: 
| No experienced grower would dream 
of potting layer plants in any place but 
in the fleld where they are grown. 
Briefly, tho method is this: In June, 
after the fruiting season, the'layers are 
placed in two inch pots, the ‘soil is made 
friable by a trowel as the potter works, 
the pots filled with this soil and sunk to 
| the level of the surface. The joint of 
the layer is placed in the center af the 
pot, and a small stone placed on it to 
keep it in place. Plants potted in this 
manner will generally root in from ten 
days to two weeks and are then sepa- 
rated from the parent plant. The potted 
plants are then placed together or allow- 
ed to remain where they are for three or

wherewith to pay it. We pay much loss 
for steo! rails, and as a result wo havea 
vastly incroased railway systom. 

Mr. Blaine answers Mr, Gladstono’n ad 
vio to the United States to raiso more 
grain and cotton by asking him to suggest a 
market for those articles, and says his sug 
goation showsthe underlying British thought 
that America should produco raw matorial 
only. Thanking Mr, Gladstone for admit- 
ting that ‘protected rights aro hard pressed 
by wages," ho claims that the high wages 
paid by reason of protection must extend to 
other forms of labor, since tho supply of 
labor for either muy bo augmonted or do- 
creased by tho other, Mr, Gladstono's 
moral objection he answers by appealing to 
that gontloman’s consent to subsidize steam 
ship linos,and Mr. Blaine claims that thoir 
increased trade with Canada, in spite of 
her protected tariff, ahows that incroased 
international communication in gonoral 
means increased foreign trade in general.

He 
rushed on the elections, iving less than 
than three weeks for prepration, and tho 
consequence was thab n somo of the 
counties the Opposition, elieving that the 
time was too short for effi@nt organization, 
allowed the matter to go y default. Thue, 
ithappened that fourtea Ministerialists 
were returned by acclayation and bub 
twenty-five of the forty-on seats wore con- 
tested, It was thon conflently predicted 
that the Government wodd have a mojor- 
ity of eighteen or twenty. 

The unexpected has hapened, however, 
and Mr, Blair's majority hs been cut down 
to five, whilst among the lefeated is Mr. 
McLellan, his Provincial S&cretary. 

Tho fate of the Blair Government is 
therefore, uncertain, despie their attempt 
to muzzle public opinion. 

Amongst the opponents if the Govern- 
ment who have been elect we note with 
pleasure the name of Mr, I, T. Stevens, 
the able editor of the Moncon Times, who 
has been returned for Westnoreland. 

There is not, so far as weare aware, any 
political significance in the result, 98 the 
Blair Governmentisa coalitbn and Domin 
ion issues were not imported into the con- 
test. 


ANOTHER LUNATIO GONE. 

Tho death of another lunatic in the 
county gaol—tho third within afew months 
—renders it necessary to allade once more 
to the cruel and callous neglsct of the On- 
tario Government, in neglecting to provide 
proper accomodation for this class of un- 
tortupates, Despito the removal by death 
of threo of the mentally afilictod inmates 
of tbe prison, ten others, the greater 
portion of whom haye been confined in the 
gaol for several months, are still behind 
the bars, .

Prehistoric Monsters. | 

Professor Murchison, of the Kansas Scien- 
tifie Association, has been for some months 
exploring the Fort Riley region for foonil 
remaine, in which the country is rich, being 
the ancient bed of the cretacoous ocean of 
the West. Tho Professor's search has been 
rewarded by noveral valuable discoveries of 
the remains of extinct animals, among them 
the ontire vertebral column, over 30 feet in 
length, of the Ornithochiros umbrosus, and 
the bones of the paddle of a giant turtle or 
tortoise, which must have been at least 18 
feet long. 

Tho richest find cf all, however, was 
mado a few days ago in @ ravine some six 
miles west of the town, which had been 
filled by the recent heavy rain to overflow- 
ing. This water passing off washed away 
the loose earth and sediment of limestone 
on the sides, thus revealing an almost en- 
tire skeleton of the Liedon dyspelor; the | 
longest of the antediluvian reptiles, 
head of the Portheus molossus, a shark- | 


like fish of formidable power. The Dys: 
pelor measured nearly sixty feet in length 
from the tip of the biunt muzzle to the end 
of the long serpent-like tail; and the head 
of the Molossus some inches longer than 
that of a full-grown grizzly bear and much 
broader, 

To add to the interest of the discovery, 
it could be easily seen that the gigantic 
monsters had died in combat, for the great 
jaws of the Molossus, with their terrible, 
cylindric fangs, were closed in a death grip 
upon the hind leg of the Dyspolor, crushing 
it betweenthem, while, from the position 
of the other giant, it could be plainly seen 
that it had used its flexible,though massive, 
tail in beating to death ita foe, which, with 
bulldog tenacity, had atill retained its hold. 
The capacious mouth of the Dyspelor, with 
its glistening teeth, was wide open, the 
head thrown nearly back on the vertebree 
and the whole carcass convulsed into a half 
coil.

Tho odors of fresh excrement, 
either solid or liquid, ina close stable, aro 
extremoly offensive. Milk is oxtromely 
absorptive of odors, end it is certain that 
if it must be kept froo from smolls that 
must entirely unfit it in any stage for une. 
That this is tho real secret of offonsivences 
of much winter made butter is undoubted- 
lytrue. The fault goos back farther than 
the housewife. Assoon as the milk was 
drawn, it was filled with odors which rond- 
ored it impossible ever to make good but- 
ter, orthat which would not quickly be+ 
come extremely offensive, from it. 

Dry oarth or coal ashes as deodorizora 
should be kept in every atable, to be used 
at milking time whenever there is occasion, 
The firat job in the morning should be to 
rouse up the animals and clean out the 
stalls, removing what excrement has ao- 
cumulated during the night, Whilo this 
is being done moat of the cows will relieve 
themsolves, and as soon as this is done the 
fresh excrement with the other may be re: 
moved, Take the cows to be milked intoa 
compartment by themselves, with a feed 
box so that they may eat while milking is 
performed. Some cows have a habit of 
waiting until the milker begins work be- 
fore urinating; but if dry earth, plaster or 
coal ashes are near by, it is only the work 
of a moment to cover theso offensive ox- 
cretions before resuming the milking. It 
is probably true of such cows that they 
cannot prevent this habit. Tho relaxation 
of muscles which accompanies the pleasur- 
able sensation of milking make it imposs- 
ible to hold up their urine. Itis generally 
the best cows, those that are most nervous, 
that have this peculiarity. If left to the 
care of incompetent and brutal milkers the 
cows will be beaten or frightened into re- 
pression of part of their excrement. But 
this will of course reduce the milk yield. 
Tho better way is to take the oxtra labor 
and care necessary to keeping the milk 
sweet and good, without disturbing the 
cow. If faithful help cannot be procured 
for thia, the dairyman must restrict the 
number of cows toonly eo many as he can 
care for himself. In moat cases, howeyer, 
where a farmer works with his men they

During the shorb days and long 
nights animals not fed except by daylight 
become too hungry before morning, or if 
sufficient ts putin their mangers to last 
during fourteen or fifteen hours, some of it 
becomes tainted with the animal's breath 
sothey will not eat it freely. The best 
way is to feed early in the day and the last 
thing before retiring, with just as much 
and no more at midday as the animals will 
eatupclean. Thereshould not be more 
than two hours difference inthe longest or 
shortest daya between the length of inter- 
yalsfor milking at night and morning. 
This with most cows will be rogularly 
enough. But in case of high feeding and 
succulent ensilage for new-milch cows, 
where very large amounts are given, it may 
be well to divide the milking into three 
periods, as is sometimes done in the long 
days of summer, and makea third milk- 
ing at noon, In such cases the periods 
need not be evenly divided, provided none 
goewover ten or cleven hours. 

A warm basemont barn is indispensible to 
successful Winter dairying in Norther cli- 
mates, Only with such conveniences can 
the farmer hope to keep his animalsin the 
warm, comfortable shelter necessary to 
profitable production of milk, With base- 
ment barn a part of tho extra room will be 
naturally finished off for a silo, while with a 
herd of thirty cows giving off heat the base- 
ment may be kept warm enough #0 that 
roota alao may be preserved, with a little 
atraw or a few cornatalke thrown over them 
for additional protection, —American Culti- 
vator. 


Romence of an Earldom, 


An Aberdeen Accountant and Banker 
Steps Into a Title, 


A cable despatch states that in the Court 
of Chancery at Edinburgh Mr. Augustus 
Sinclair, a banker, of Aberdeen, has beon 
adjudged heir to the earldom of Onithness. 
This meave that an offshoot with a growth 
of four centuries has been traced back to 
the parent stem. The lost Earl of Oaith 
nesa, the fifteenth holder of the title, died 
very suddenly ina fit ot his hotel in Edin 
burgh some months back. He left no heir, 
and the family was so near extinct that no 
inheritor of the earldom was discoverable 
who. could claim descent from any earl 
of the past eleven generations, The 
Aberdeen banker, whuse claim to be the 


nearest malo heir was recognized by 
the Court of Chancery yesterday, gains 
the title as  descondant from an 


offahoot of the forth Earl of Onithness 
He will rank sixteenth in tholine. Thus, 
at one stop you pass from the fourth to the 
sixteenth oarl, in a stride that covers 
twelve generations, The now earl, though 
ho has come into an ancient and honorable 
poorage, is by station a member of the Scot- 
tiah middle class.

Regarding the influenza epidemic the 
Scotsman says : It is pretty plain, from the 
universality of the disenso, that itis not de- 
pendent for its apread upon sanitary condi 
tions or upon the ordinary moans by which 
infection is carried. Théo weather and the 
state of the atmosphuro are believed, how- 
ever, to have much to do with its develop- 
ment and progross. Ono theory is that it 
is the cutcome of the extreme mildness of 
tho atmosphere and stillness of the air, It 
is duo, according to this idea, to the want 
of “‘aorial ciroulation,”’ which has provent- 
ed cities like Paris and Borlin from being 
supplied with their ordinary winter stock 
of oxygen and ozone from theresa.

4s woll as whore the atmosphere has been 
stagnant, and on the sea margin as well as 
inland. Vienna isone of the places most 
sevorely afflicted, and there the malady 
has been accompanied by sharp frosts and 
keon easterly breezes. 


Improvement in Ireland, 

Tho Lopdon Times in a review of the 
year 1889, says of Ireland's position: Ire- 
land has, on the whole, enjoyed a larger 
share of peace and prosperity than has fal- 
len to her lot for years, The Crimes Act 
was firmly, but temperately, administered;

for him todo. My experience with the silo 
and ensilage hasbeen a inarked improvement 
in our dairy, I can truly say a sure success, 
We have during the last three years grown 
and increased our atock of cattle from 13 to 
80 head, Our roturns in cash from our 
cows annually, has boon double the amount 
in any one year provious to using ensilage, 
We built our siios and grew our first corn 
crop for ensilage in the summer of 1887, aud 
the result is, we find ensilage the cheapest 
and best food for all kinda of stock, for milch

A treacherous enemy can be outgeneral- 
led sometimes, Socan LaGrippe.

The struggle waso 
hard one, but victory is declaring in favor 
of good care, unremitting attention and 
good generalship. Parents have been kept 
strictly informed of the state of affairs and 
now that things are mending, letters are 
pouring in expressing gratitude at the 
efficient course taken and results obtained.

ANUIHbK £ LOUD 


THE RIVe R_ AGSIN OVERFLOWS 
ITS BANKS, 
Collare and Store Houses Filled With 


Water. 
Apprehensions wore oxpressod that if 
cold weather set in the same trouble which 
was experienced on the 11th inst, in conse- 
quence of the high water, would again be 
telt, This has ind«ed beon the case, Last 
night the thermomoter fell, and with itthe 
water in the river rose, until it is ab pres- 
ent almost on a level with its height a week 
ago. It estimated that it rose from last 
night until this morning about 6 feot. 

On the west side ot Front street, the 
merchants were this morning busily en- 
goged in romoving their goods from the 
collars toa point beyond the reach of the 
surging waters. At Mr, Jas. Roy's brewery, 
thore was noarly three feet of water in tho 
cellar, whilst his stable was also surrounded, 
Tho warerooms near the foot-bridge ocou- 
pied by Mr. Vantessel for agricultural im- 
plementa, was submerged, and tho water is 
flowing out into the gangway leading to the 
bridge. The stables in rear of the Anglo- 
American hotel were also surrounded and 
could not be reached. The blacksmith 
shop in the yard, operated by Mr. Jacknon, 
had to be vacated, the water on the floor 
being nearly a foot deep. There is also a 
good deal of water in the collars of Mosesrs. 
Brignall & Thompson, J. W. Dannot, J. 
Brasier and other stores. 

On the west side of the river in the vioin- 


ity of the ashory, the streots are again over- 
flowed, and people residing there were com- 
polled to remove their effects to the upper 
flats. Those who have property in jeopardy 
should be prepared for the worst, for if the 
weather remains cold thore seems no other 
alternative but that the water will rise still 
bigher.

‘The Supreme Court Confirms the Unseating 
of Colter. 


Orrawa, Jan. 22. Judgment was deliv- 
ered in the Supreme Court this morning in 
the Haldimand election case, All the 
judges excepting Justice Strong were pres- 
ent.

A Ghastly Find. 


Remains of s Norwood Young Man Strewn 
Along the ©. P. R. Track, 


Perersoxo’, Jan. 29.—The trainmen on 
a Canadian Pacific freight train made a hor 
rible discovery about «mile this side of In- 
dian River station yesterday morning. Ly- 
ing on the track were the mutilated remains 
of a young man, the head, arms and legs 
all severed from the body. The remains 
were taken to Indian River and identified 
as those of John Landrigan, 22 years of 
age, son of Mr, Lawrence Landrigan, who 
lives near Norwood, The young man had 
been working in Douro, and it is supposed 
that he was on his way home to spend Sun- 
day. Whether he went on the local ex- 
press is not known, but it is thought he 
either fell off the train or attempted to 
jump off to visit ap uncle at Indian River. 
Several trains must have passed over him 
during the night, and the marks showed 
that the body had been dragged in both 
digpctions by passing trains.

The Montreal Star of Tuesday says 
James Fitzgerald Wolff, special agent and 
inspector of Customs, died at 5.30 this 
moruing at Strong's Hospital, University st., 
afver about a month's illness. The deceas- 
ed gentleman had been in good health u 
to about a woek before entering the hosp 
tal, when he was attacked severely with 
neuralgia in the face, which developed into 
ulceration of the teeth and jaw, He 
left the St. Lawrence Hall, whero he had 
latterly made his home, for the purpuse of 
undergoing an operation at Strong's insti- 
tution, which was performed about two 
weeks ago by Drs, Wilkins, Ross and Rod 
dick, and Brodeur, a portion of the 
jaw and the diseased teeth being re 
moved. Oomplications subsequently set in, 
accompanied with pneumonia, to which he 
succumbed this morning. Mr. Wolff was 
the son of the late Dr. Wolff, of Quebec, 
one of the best known physicians of that 
city in his day, and was born there in 1842, 
consequently being 48 years of age at the 
time uf his death. He was educated at the 
Quebec High School. He was appointed in 
1879 Inspector of Customs by the present 
Ottawa Administration, which position he 
has filled with ked satisfaction to the 
Government, His path was necessarily at 
times a thorny one, and at times he made 
enemies in business men, That Mr. Wolff 
was the frontier amuggler’s terror cannot be 
denied. He was married to Mrs. Wood, wi 
dow of the late Mr. Wood, s merchant of 
Brockville, who, with ason and daughter, 
survive him. Mr. Wolff left considerable 


roperty, besides an insurance policy on his 
life for $11,000, His remains will be inter 
red at Ottawa,” 

Mr. Wolff, who acted as Oollector of 
Customs here for several moaths pending 
the appointment of a successor to the late 
Collector Dixon by the Mackenzie Govern 
ment, won the approbation of the mercan- 
tile community by the faithful discharge of 
his duties and made many friends in Belle- 
ville. It was thus, no doubt, that the at 
tention of the present Minister of Customs 
was drawn to his ability, and his appoint- 
ment to the difficult aud responsible office 
which he filled so satisfactorily, was the re- 
sult, We add our regrets to those of other 
friends of the deceased.

time, moved the House into committee of the 
whole and in 25s hours more than half the 
immense bill was adopted. 

‘The bill as re-introduced is practically the 
same as when withdrawn at the close of the 
lnst session. During the recess copies wero 
sent out to bankers and others interested but 
they had no suggestions to offer. A fow 
clauses were held over to-day for further con- 
sideration, One of these relates to sight 
drafts, Ithas been customary to consider 
these payable only at three days’ grace but 
by tho provisions of this bill they 
were declared to be payab!) on demand. Mr, 
Peter White objected to tliis departure from 
custom, andho was warmly backed up by 
Hon. Peter Mitchell, Mr, Weldon (St. Jobn), 
Mr, Charlton and others, and as Sir John 
Thompson seemed rather inclined to agree 
with their arguments it is probable that what 
hitherto has beon only custom will hence- 
forth have the force of the law, and there will 
be three days’ difference between sight and 
demand drafts,

| United States, and in the aggrogate during 

1887 the balance against the United States 

in the American countries (except Canada) 

including the Hawaiian Islands amounted to 

112,000,000, Was there any concelvable 

reason why the United States should not of- 

fer as broad and liberal trade measures to 

Canada as it was seoking to thrust upon all 

of South and Central Amorica and Mexico 

by a most hospitable diplomacy! 

The United States was ao great nation; 
Canada was a small nation as far as numbers 
‘are concerned. Geography and destiny had 
decreed that the two peoples should be one, 
Nothing but parsimonious. statesmanship 
would enable them to continuo as two coun- 
tries. 

He wasa Republican with ultra tendencies, 
but he laid it down as an incontrovertible 
proposition that in the presence of even 
conditions a protective tariff had no proper 
office to perform and never had; and the 
fathers of the Republican party and those 
who advocated protection, never believed it 
had and never so said, Ho believed the pro 
tective system was not to restrict healthful 
and equal competition, but to correct the 
hurtful influence of that which {s unequal 
and unjust.

competition. 

As botwoen Canada and the United States 
there was not a gentloman who did not know 
that from every standpoint the United 
States had tho coign of vantage. The trou- 
ble with the question of reciprocity was that 
politics entered into it and not statesman- 
ship, Suppose an owner of a potato patch 
near the Canadian lino opposed it, Imagine 
that a potato patch must control the destiny 
of anation. He did not appeal to politics 
but to that stateamanship which would give 
to our people an opportunity to have the 
benefit of the broad domain north of the St, 
Lawrence, 

Canada would be assimilated—he did not 
use the word “annoxed” as it might be un- 
pleasant to some people. It was so written 
in the book of destiny, The people of Cana- 
da wero our kith and kin and a very good 
assortment too. The highway to assimila- 
tion was closer commercial relations, because

Success with Dalry Herds. 

Mr. Crosier, of Long Island, whose 
success with his dairy herd is well 
known, says: ‘Each cow gets one pail- 
ful of warm water, with three quarts of 
bran and one of ground oats, mixed 
with the water, twice each day, My 
cows never go out of the stable in the 
winter, nor do they get cold water—the 
chill is always taken off before they get 
it to drink,” Hoard’s Dairyman, com- 
menting on the above, remarks: ‘*The

No 6x- 
‘explanation was to be found in the treaty of 
cession, although a very largo number of por- 
sons scomed to think that by that document 
tho right of language was conceded to tho 
conquered French, 

“Conquered! Ceded,” interrupted a mem- 
ber opposite. 

“Coded then,” agreed Mr, McCarthy, “but 
Talways prefer the word conquered.’” No 
explanation was to be foundin the Quebec 
Act, for that actin restoring to tho French 
their laws did not deal with the question of 
language, At the organization of Lowor 
Canada in 1791 French was not provided for | 
though the French nevertheless soon after | 
took the right by resolution of the Assombly. 
At the time of the rebellion in 1837 Lord 
Durham reported that the troubles largely | 
arose out of tho use of two languages, anda 
clause was inserted in the act of 1841 abso- 
lutely prohibiting use of the French language, 
but the law was repealed in 1848 and 1849, 

In tho British North America Act the 
French language is for the first time autho- 
rized by statute, but only for the Dominion | 
Parliament and the Province of Quebec. Ho | 
did not think it of importance that the | 
French language should be not permitted 
perhaps, but it should not be fostered and 
encouraged in the Dominion, An investiga- 
tion upon the subject would show that no 
country could be prosperous where the people 
wore divided by differences of language. 

“How about Switzerland?’ asked Mr. 
Mills, and Mr, McCarthy was proceeding to 
say that everyone knows that Switzerland 
is an exceptional case when ho was inter- |

of the spawn ina field of rich pasture 
Jand, the operation being the simple act 
of raising the sod with a spade, dropping 
into the cavity a piece of the spawn as 
large asa walnut and pressing the sod 
back again. Seeing nothing of mush- 
rooms in the spring of 1889, late in June 
Imade a second experiment with the 
mycelium of a different character, ob- 
tained from the famous seed house of 
Mme. Vilmorin, Paris, France. 

“The patch, a few rods square, after 
planting as above, was covered with five 
or six inches of good cow manure, 
Heavy rain fell after the planting and 
the soil was saturated. Some time in 
July when the blue grass had come for- 
ward and covered the surface with a 
thick mass of vegetation, it was mown 
and carried off, leaving the naked sward 
exposed. During the summer and Sep- 
tember I watched both fields closely, but 
saw no signs of mushrooms and had 
pretty nearly given up the experiment 
as a failure, either from imperfect spawn 
or improper method of handling—and 
thinking perhaps drought and heat had 
interfered in the business—when on the 
morning of the 2d of October, I was 
rewarded by the sight of my first mush- 
room on the field planted in 1888, 

‘From my experience so far Lconclude 
that the spawn or germ of the mush- 
| room, once in rich soil, resists for months 
| high or low temperature, drought and 
saturation; but the mycelium does not 
develop into the perfect mushroom that 
pushes above ground, except under cer- 
| tain soil and weather conditions of heat 

and moisture, and temperature sustain- 

ed for some days between sixty and sey- 
| enty-five degrees Fahr. Days with these 
| characteristics are most apt to occur in 
| May and October for these latitudes, and 

sometimes in unusually cool seasons in 
|the summer months, Judging from 
| what I have observed so far, I conclude 

there is no difficulty in growing mush- 
| roonis on land as rich in nitrogen and 
| the phosphates as the black soil prairie, 
but the intense features of the climate so 
much restrict the season of harvest, some- 
times abolishing it altogether, that the 
crop must needs be a precarious one,

We cannot be too careful in teaching chil- 

dren to discriminate between real memory, 

~ imagination and guessing. Attach no pon- 

salty to. excusable ignorance, but frown upon 
the putting forth of guesses for truth. 

| The memory sometimes acts spontaneously, 

‘and sometimes it is influenced. by the will. 

Memory should act spontancously in the case 

of recalling common words as tho signs of 


sical tones in tho scale and other necessary 
facts of common life, The momory should be 
taxod in this way only to a limited extent, In 
many cases wo should furnish the mind with 
-only the means of recall and recognition. 
‘That the sum of seven and eight and five is 


__ Tho will has only an indirect control over 
the memory. It can detain an idea known 
to be related to what we wish to remember, 
and in this way secure the recall and recog- 
nition, of what is desired. 

Tho qualities of a good momory are facility 
of impression, great retentive power, and 
readiness in the recovery of whatever has 
been sufficiently impressed. The latter qual- 
ity may often be improved by making earn- 
sestdemands upon the memory to act quickly; 
as in addition, by requiring the pupil to state 
Tesults as soon as obtained. 

There are two types of memory, the cir 
cumstantial and philosophic. The former 
Tecalls ideas in the relation of contiguity, It 
Pictures objects as they exist in space, and 
events as they occur in time, Tho latter re- 
calls ideas in the relations of similarity, con- 
trast and causation, It recalls classes and 
systems and causes and effects. This kind of 
memory presupposes a knowledge of the re- 

relations. 

Tho circumstan memory is doveloped 

; and tho philosophic memory has stages 
of its development, corresponding to the rela- 
tions in which ideas are recalled, Objects are 
first remembered as thoy oxist in time and 
space, then as similar, next as contrasted, and 

as casually related. This order can- 
not be reversed or changed, All teaching 
should correspond to this law. 

The)conditions favorable to good memory 
are Imrning with attention and interest, a 
repetition of the process under favoring con- 
ditionsof body and mind, a systematic ar- 
Tangement of ideas and the habit of stating 
the truth with exactness —Journal of Edu-

A most Valuable report has recently been 
issued by the department of labor at Wash- 
ington, which gives porvonal statistics of 17,+ 
427 wage earning girls ongaged in 343 dis 
tinct industries out of many now open to wo 
men, and comprising tho result of study in 
twenty-two different cities. The tables bring 
out very telling facts, The average age for 
beginning work appeara to be 15 years and 4 
months; but 120 out of the number commons 
ed under Yyoans of age, and the largest pro- 
portion, 33,505 support thomsolves 
atid, For years they continuo tho weary 
round of labor, rising at 5 or 6, and shortly 
after going to the factory or shop, where 
they remain, with but little revess, for ten or 
more hours, Often their wovk does not end 
when they leave tho placoof their day’slabor, 
for out of the whole number questioned by 
the agent of the departmont, 9,818 not only 
work at thoir regular occupations, but also 
assist in the housework at home. More than 
half give their earnings to the head of the 
family, while very many haye to care en- 
tirely for several others besides themselves, 
The average wages of the 17,427 was found 
to bo 85,24, and yet with this small amount 
6,614 do none of their own sewing, and in 
variably the girls present a respectable ap 
poarance, 
These wage carners aro women Wwith/ideas, 
highimpulsos, ambitions and desires such’ na 
all other women have. One of the ladies 
who collected the above statistics, and who 
personally met and learned to know about 
the lives of over 11,000 of the girls, who asked; 
“How many of them have ambitions and an 
inner life of desire for botter things, and how 
many, if aided in the development, would 
turn ‘in earnest, true women!” Quickly 
came the answer; ‘y one, I have yet 
to meet with a working girl who could not be 
lifted toa bigher level.” Instance after in- 
stance was given by her of the heroic lives 
hundreds of them are now leading, and of the 
pleasant co-operative homes she had found. 
Many of us who have been honored by be 
coming the friends of our grand working sis- 
ters could echo hor sentiments, Nowhere olse 
can be found in greater degree the noble im- 
pulses of heroism, self sacrifice, patience, 
cheerfulness and aspiration. 
All over the city, after a hard day's work, 
thousands aro gathored in evening schools, 
working girls’ societies, or othor rooms opened 
to them, whore they can study and improve 
themselves. A lady visiting » down town 
evening scbool, saw a tired, sickly looking 
girl busily engaged with a copy book. The 
teacher of the class said: “That girl comes 
regularly coach night after eloven hours of 
work, and without any supper, The lady 
paused by the girl's desk with the remark:

The candy-cating habit is quite prevalent 
among children, and to a considerable extent 
among older persons, says Dr, H, Reynolds, 
It isnot a harmless indulgence, as many per- 
ons soom tothink. It is a cause of much ill- 
health among children and the predisposing 
cause of many acute attacks, of diseaso of 
various kinds, Much dyspepsia, indigestion 
and many bilious attacks are directly or in- 
directly due to candy eating. Candy produces 
a condition of the stomach which is very un- 
favorable to the pationt when attacked by 
severe disease, 

Most of the candy sold nowadays, contains 
aconsiderable portion of glucose, a kind of 
sugar made from starch, and which more 
easily forments or sours in the stomach, than 
does cane sugar, An excess of sugar of any 
kind in the stomach tends to ferment, becomes 
sour, sometimes intensely sour, 80 a8 to pro- 
duce great irritation of the stomach, resulting 
ina catarrbal condition, bilious attacks and 
other derangements of the digestive organs. 

Eating nuts along with the candy, renders 
it still more injurious, as the nuts are hard to 
digest. Peanut and cocoanut candy ts especi- 
ally a hurtful compound, and all prudent 
parents should forbid their children eating it,

Stimulants Between Moals, 

Although all persons who in julge in alco 
holic stimulants well within the margin of 
actual drunkeuess, speak of themselves as 
moderate drinkers, there are two special 
classes of thom which bear no resemblance 
to each other except in the solitary circum- 
stance that they never, at any timo, take suf- 
ficient to intoxicate themselves. The one 
clas is that which only partakes of stimulants 
while eating; the other indulges in them bo- 
tween meal times. To the latter habit is 
applied, in this country, the title of nipping, 
whilo in the east it is spoken of as “pegging,”
